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Council Tentatively Votes 5-2 
For 0.4-cent Tax Rate Increase 


At its final budget workses- 
sion on Wednesday, May 19 the 
Greenbelt City Council took stock 
of the limited options available 
for adding and deleting items 
from the city manager’s pro- 
posed Fiscal Year 2011 budget of 
$24,934,200. At the end of the 
evening, a majority tentatively 
identified revenue increases of 
$16,600 and expenditure decreas- 
es netting $65,300 for a net sav- 
ings of $81,900. Also by a 5 to 
2 vote councilmembers supported 
the city manager’s proposed 0.4- 
cent tax rate increase, choos- 
ing instead to add the budget 
Savings to reserves, concerned 
about future further shortfalls in 
revenues. 

The decision followed nine 
scheduled budget worksessions 
after the budget was presented 
on April 12. Final formal actions 
on the budget and adoption will 
be taken at the June 7 regular 
council meeting. 

The final worksession was

attended by all councilmembers 
and senior city staff from all de- 
partments. At the beginning of 
the meeting Mayor Judith Davis 
noted that the city departments 
had already made cuts to their 
proposed operations to either hold 
costs steady or reduce them from 
previous budget levels. 

Her remarks were echoed by 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin, who expressed appreciation 
to the departments, recognizing 
the severity of fiscal constraints 
the city had faced and pitch- 
ing in with ideas and lists of 
savings. McLaughlin reminded 
council that his proposed 0.4-cent 
increase in the tax rate (approxi- 
mately $80,000) was intended to 
make up the difference caused by 
the state calculation for the Home 
Owners Rebate. 

Changes Difficult 
To start council discussion, 
Davis and Councilmember Leta 
Mach had each prepared pro- 
posed changes to the budget 


based on information from earlier 
worksessions and their personal 
preferences. Each of these pro- 
posals garnered about $55-56,000 
in savings but differed in that the 
mayor’s list found $54,800 in 
savings and suggested the use of 
an additional $25,200 to equal the 
$80,000 needed to avoid the 0.4- 
cent tax rate increase. Mach’s 
proposal suggested savings of 
$56,900 which she proposed 
be added to the reserves. She 
signaled she was okay with the 
0.4-cent tax rate increase. Her 
proposals for additional revenue 
included the already announced 
$20,000 the county will provide 
for the School Resource Officer 
program, an expected $20,000 
in employee health insurance 
Savings, a proposed reduction 
in council travel expenditures, 
projected $5,500 in city financial 
audit costs, savings on the pur- 


chase of a new refuse/recycling

ERHS Science-Technology 
Position Cut to 10 Months

“Why do we need a Science 
and Technology Coordinator?” 
The writer, Vijay Kowtha, presi- 
dent of the Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) PTSA (Par- 
ent Teacher Student Association) 
was reacting in a May 18 press 
release to the decision by the 
Prince George’s County Board 
of Education to cut back to 10 
months the previous 12-month 
position of a unique member of 
the ERHS faculty. 

Jane Hemelt, who has served 
in this position since 1989, after 
five previous years as ERHS 
teacher of AP chemistry and a 
comprehensive research practi- 
cum in the field for Talented 
and Gifted (TAG) students, is 
responsible for some 950 students 
in the advanced science program 
at the school. 


According to Kowtha, who 
is against the cut-back, Hemelt 
typically works from six a.m. 
till evening six days a week, 
including Saturdays, helping with 
such endeavors as grant writing, 
scheduling, counseling and devel- 
oping and supervising the various 
science curricula. She also pub- 
lishes a monthly newsletter. 

During the summer recess 
Hemelt is particularly busy — for 
example encouraging students to 
participate in available programs, 
some unique to this area, such 
as internships in research pro- 
grams at the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH), the National 
Science Association (NSA) and 
the Baltimore Aquarium. One 
such student, Dayon Li of the

I would like to express my 
strong support for the Greenbelt 
Police. In contrast to some ju- 
risdictions, Greenbelt officers are 
by-and-large well-managed, con- 
scientious public servants. They 
must deal with a wide variety 
of people in neighborhoods that 
range from commonly tranquil 
to commonly dangerous. While 
enforcing the law and trying to 
protect us all from the crime 
that plagues much of the county, 
our officers — male and female, 
black, white, Latino and Asian 
— must gauge hazards and assess 
unfolding situations with incom- 
plete information. Even as some 
crime stats decline, it’s a dif- 
ficult, sometimes-dangerous job 
that requires constant discretion 
and judgment. 

So when officers show initia- 
tive within the boundaries of pro- 
fessional conduct, it is unhelpful 
if they are publicly criticized for 
it. Sometimes innocent people 
are questioned or stopped in traf- 
fic when there is a lawful reason 
— not always apparent — to do so. 
In most stops, of course, no one 
is arrested; but law-breaking, un- 
safe driving or other misconduct 
may be deterred or disrupted. 
Or an officer learns the behavior 
is innocent. At a minimum, the 
fair concerns of a neighbor may 
be assuaged. 

While I expect no one enjoys 
being stopped by police, this 
community would be a much 
more dangerous place if officers 
reacted to baseless criticism of 
their conduct by merely staying 
in their cars and responding only 
to calls for service. Thankfully, 
current Greenbelt officers are 
more professional than that. 

It’s a sad fact of contemporary 
politics that many people assign 
racial motives to behavior by 
Greenbelt’s local government, 
our city council and our police, 
where none exist. Our elections 
come to mind. 

I recall, too, the officer ac- 
cused of “racial profiling’ when 
he stopped a young black motor- 
ist at night for a traffic violation. 
Even though, as is common in 
the darkness, the race of the mo- 
torist could not have been seen 
prior to the stop. 

Imagine if the vehicle fits the 
description in a breaking crime 
bulletin on the radio, unknown 
to the motorist who lodges the 
charge of racial profiling or thinks 
it. Who’s making the pejorative 
assumption then? Would we call 
that “reverse racist profiling”? 

Driving While Blue? The 
new DWB in PG? While motor- 
ists and others may feel slighted 
or aggrieved in such scenarios, 
their conclusions are often based 
on misperceptions, annoyance or 
fear but not on full possession of 
the facts or a clear window into

the heart of an individual officer. 
For honest hardworking police of 
every gender and race, unfounded 
accusations and assumptions get 
very, very old. 

Of course no one should ever 
be stopped solely on the basis of 
race. But neither should an of- 
ficer be assumed or alleged to be 
“profiling” every time he or she 
stops a non-white person. The 
assumption is offensive, only they 
are not permitted to say so. 

Certainly, if an officer does 
engage in misconduct or is dis- 
courteous, a complaint is war- 
ranted; Greenbelt Police have 
well-established mechanisms for 
that. But in assuming or ascribing 
nefarious racial motives to Green- 
belt police who are doing far 
more than the minimum require- 
ments of their job, down the road 
we run the risk of causing them 
to do only the minimum. Why? 
To avoid stinging public criticism 
that is unfair and unfounded. 

If this dynamic becomes nor- 
mal in Greenbelt, we will soon 
have a harder time attracting and 
retaining high quality, motivated 
officers willing to go the extra 
mile, and this community will 
greatly suffer. All of us, regard- 
less of color.

doing their job. They are the 
peacekeepers. They are the ones 
that keep our neighborhoods safe.

vehicle and suggested savings of 
$1,600 from the Contributions 
Groups account. 

On the minus side, Mach not- 
ed the $3,400 loss of revenue 
due to no Greenbelt First Night 
celebration, a $10,000 increase in 
expenditures to restore the annual 
contribution made to the West 
Lanham and Berwyn Heights 
Volunteer Fire Departments and 
a $500 contribution by the city 
to the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (MW- 
COG) Street Smart pedestrian 
safety program. Most items on 
her list had been identified by 
city staff after McLaughlin’s 
introduction of the proposed 
budget. 

However Mach recommended 
disposition of the identified sav- 
ings into city reserve funds. 

Davis’ budget proposal was 
similar to Mach’s except that her 
list of changes had as its stated 
goal the elimination of the 0.4 
cent tax increase and the use of 
the savings plus additional re- 
serves to maintain the Homeown- 
ers Tax Rebate (credit). In addi- 
tion to savings listed by Mach, 
she showed savings of $2,000 
by further decreases in the hours 
of operation of the Greenbelt 
Aquatic and Fitness Center (AF 
Center) and a $1,000 decrease in 
the Babe Ruth Baseball League 
contribution no longer needed. 
Davis’ list also included the ad- 
ditional $10,000 contribution 
for the neighboring volunteer 
fire departments and the loss 
of $3,400 due to no First Night 
program. She suggested that the 
MWCOG Street Smart Program 
receive $1,000. Thus, Davis 
signaled early in the worksession 
that she favored the use of identi- 
fied savings and some reserves to 
eliminate the .4 cent tax increase 
proposed by the McLaughlin. 

At this point, Davis also made 
clear she preferred that a pro- 
posed contribution to the Green- 
belt Farmers Market of $2,000 
be reduced to $1,500 and be 
considered a one-time grant. She 
did not think the Farmers Market 
should be included as a “Contri- 
bution Group.” 

Other Suggestions 

Other members of council 
did not have written proposals 
for modifications to the budget. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
pushed his proposal to increase 
city revenue from Empirian Vil- 
lage apartment fees. Based on 
information discussed at the Plan- 
ning & Community Department 
Budget Worksession on April 28 
he believes the city should con- 
sider increasing apartment licens- 
ing fees for rental units. 

City staff at the April work- 
session had provided information 
that Greenbelt fees are below 
those of neighboring jurisdictions 
and could be raised about $25 
per unit, raising about $700,000 
in additional revenue. Putens 
also suggested the city could 
establish a rebate as part of the 
licensing fee to reward those 
apartment managements that keep 
their properties in compliance 
with the city code and penalize 
those properties that fail to main- 
tain their properties and require 
increased inspection and enforce- 
ment activities by city staff. 

Planning and Community De- 
velopment Director Celia Craze 
advised council that fees charged 
should reflect the level of re- 
sources applied by the city to ser- 
vice the properties. She felt the 
current Greenbelt fee schedule,

while lower than that of other 
jurisdictions, reflects the level of 
resources put forth by the city. 

Craze also questioned the fair 
operation of a “rebate” program 
based upon compliance. She 
offered to evaluate the propos- 
als made by Putens but added 
that would likely take place after 
the time of the budget approv- 
al. There seemed to be council 
agreement to accept Craze’s of- 
fer to evaluate the licensing fees 
schedule, the rebate program sug- 
gested by Putens and her sugges- 
tion for considering a six-month 
rather than one-year license term. 
That proposal may give the city 
more leverage in dealing with 
compliance problems 

Robert’s Response 

Next, Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts was asked if he had 
any suggestions for changes to 
the budget. His response was 
that council seems to be in the 
same old mode of raising taxes 
and fees and there is a need to 
scale back on city expenditures. 
When pressed he suggested that 
funds for council travel should 
be eliminated, saving $15,000. 
Council colleagues response was 
swift, several echoing the theme 
that their travel has resulted in 
useful suggestions for city pro- 
grams and, in some cases, actu- 
ally bringing state and federal 
funds to Greenbelt. 

Councilmembers cited, as an 
example, conversations they were 
able to have at Maryland Mu- 
nicipal League conventions in 
Ocean City with then Governor 
Parris Glendening that resulted in 
state and federal funding for the 
purchase of parcel 1 between the 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. property 
and the Baltimore Parkway. 

Roberts responded that coun- 
cil did not have to go to Ocean 
City to negotiate for assistance 
and that the acquisition of parcel 
1 also resulted from concerted 
citizen action at the time to save 
it from development. Roberts 
was also charged with lacking 
“imagination,” to which he re- 
sponded, “I have my own imagi- 
nation.” The Mayor summed it 
up: “Your imagination is stuck in 
the 1800s.” 

First Night 

Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling argued for retaining the 
Greenbelt First Night celebration

at a cost of $10,000. This pro- 
voked a conversation regarding 
the lack of interest by volunteers 
in the program that actually had 
its genesis as practically an all 
volunteer effort but has evolved 
into a program that is essen- 
tially planned and operated by 
city staff. Assistant Recreation 
Operations Director Joe McNeal 
related how the core of the vol- 
unteers began to drop out follow- 
ing the millennium. 

In informal straw voting on 
Herling’s request, only Roberts 
supported keeping the First Night 
celebration in the budget. He 
repeated his proposal to cut travel 
costs for council and use the 
funds to keep the First Night 
event and to keep the postal unit 
open at the Municipal building. 
The rest of council was satisfied 
to withdraw support for the First 
Night and provide a period for 
the interested volunteer groups to 
reorganize. Roberts received no 
support for his proposal to keep 
the postal unit open, with other 
councilmembers expressing the 
view that it was not really a city 
function and its utilization was 
low. Most agreed that the best 
solution for a postal unit in the 
Roosevelt Center vicinity would 
be its location in one of the com- 
mercial establishments. 

Recreation Director 

It was then Councilmember 
Emmett Jordan’s turn to make 
proposals and he commented 
that the city does not have a 
good handle on commercial retail 
vacancies and other economic 
uncertainties. He suggested that 
the manager should freeze the 
recruitment process for filling 
the director of Recreation for at 
least six months, giving the city 
some time to look at the revenue 
picture for FY11. 

McLaughlin expressed concern 
with such a proposal. He felt 
it could have an impact on the 
work load for the two assistant 
directors. McNeal agreed. He 
said that holding off filling the 
position would be shortsighted 
and that the department deserved 
good leadership. He also said 
that he would be a candidate 
for the position. There was a 
question as to how long it would 
actually take to fill the vacant di- 
rector’s position and the manager 
advised that he would initiate the

Because council does not make 
formal decisions at worksessions, 
an informal straw vote was taken 
whether councilmembers, in light 
of the agreed $81,900 identified as 
savings, would want those funds 
used to eliminate the Manager’s 
proposed (.4-cent tax increase or 
add those funds to the reserves. 
In an initial round, four members 
of council indicated they were 
okay with the 0.4-cent tax increase 
with Mach and Jordan stressing 
the uncertainties facing the city’s 
fiscal health and the need to be 
prepared for possibly a worse 
budget situation in 2012. Three 
members, Davis, Herling and Rob- 
erts, indicated that their preference 
was to use the identified savings

to eliminate the Manager’s pro- 
posed tax increase. 

Following that round, Herling 
indicated he would change his 
preference to keep the proposed 
increase. With that change in 
preference five members favored 
the increase. Only Davis and 
Roberts opted for no increase in 
the tax rate this year. When that 
result was obvious, Davis left 
her chair and rushed to embrace 
Roberts, saying this was one of 
the rare occasions where they 
agreed. 

As is customary at the final 
budget worksession, McLaugh- 
lin expressed appreciation for 
the hard work and assistance he 
received from the city staff in de- 
veloping of the proposed budget 
and council’s efforts through the 
several worksessions in reviewing 
the budget. He closed by charac- 
terizing the evening’s meeting as 
one of the best policy discussions 
by council in a long time. 

A final Public Hearing on 
the budget was held at the May 
24 council meeting. Council is 
scheduled to adopt the FY11 city 
budget at its June 7 meeting.

In Hemelt’s case, however, 
since she nears retirement in two 
years, this downgrade of her posi- 
tion is particularly punitive, since 
retirement income is based on the 
retiree’s salaries of the final two 
years of a career. 

Besides Kowtha, Christine 
Price, Outreach Committee chair 
for the PTSA and an electrical 
engineer, is particularly distressed 
by this development at the school, 
where her son has completed his 
sophomore year. She and Kowtha 
met with this reporter to discuss 
the ramifications of this reduc- 
tion in the work-year of Hemelt’s 
position. 

Kowtha is a scientist. Trained 
as a biologist and an engineer, he 
is employed at the Naval Research 
Laboratory. He is the father of a 
daughter, who is in 11th grade at 
ERHS.

Keeo Camp Cabaret 
“Pilot Light” On 


On May 20 the News Review 
reported “There was relatively 
little dispute about McLaughlin’s 
proposal to eliminate the city’s 
support of the New Year celebra- 
tion. Even Larry Hilliard, one of 
the program’s founders, did not 
object, although he urged main- 
taining other arts programs.” 

According to the three non- 
staff, non-council residents who 
attended the May 12 worksession 
here’s what Hilliard actually said 
paraphrased by our collective 
memory. 

“Maintain Camp Cabaret (rev- 
enue lumped in #455199 Miscel- 
laneous Camps on page 187) or 
programs that build off of Cre- 
ative Kids and the mentorship of 
Chris Cherry, if you can. They 
are the heart of performing arts in 
the city.” 

Hilliard pointed to three careers 
in the arts that started in Greenbelt 
and the New Deal Café getting a 
shot in the arm from “Guys in 
Ties” that allowed them to survive 
their early years in the Community 
Center. 

Hilliard also read (verbatim) 
from his email sent by the Green- 
belt Arts Center (GAC), conform- 
ing GAC’s availability as a youth 
venue on December 31, 2010.

Barbara Simon also spoke in 
support of keeping a New Year’s 
program for youth, especially one 
that is produced by the youth 
themselves. 

Prior to Greenbelt New Year 
2009 camp counselors produced 
the GAC show, although without 
Cherry. In GNY2010, many of 
the same teens were looking for- 
ward to this “production time” 
together when they get back into 
town but Camp Cabaret has been 
called off. 

Teen Education Network Early 
Twenties too — a new recognition 
group in Greenbelt — may help 
create the momentum to re-invent 
this volunteer tradition — but a 
restored Camp Cabaret would do 
even more to “Inspire Domestic 
Festivity.” 

The timing of Camp Cabaret 
just before New Year is important. 
Young artists may wish to gather 
this time of year for a common 
theater experience that they them- 
selves choose to create and lead. 

Camp Cabaret is both a low 
production cost budget item and 
a revenue producing aspect of the 
New Year Program. It would be 
a mistake to cancel this program 
outright. 

Preserving Camp Cabaret giv- 
ing youth creative input will en- 
able this 12-year tradition to con- 
tinue with “youth serving youth.”

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ACE Winners Honored, 
Council Hears Wrap-up

With the first Greenbelt City 
Council meeting in May tradi- 
tionally devoted to the Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE) 
Student Awards and legislative 
wrap-ups from Greenbelt’s rep- 
resentatives in Annapolis, only a 
few business items were included 
on the May 10 council agenda. 

ACE hosted its 16th annual 
student awards program with a 
reception at the city offices at 
7:30 p.m. and as the first item 
on the council agenda just after 
8 p.m. The awards ceremonies 
were conducted by Jon Gardner, 
ACE chair and by members of 
the committee. 

Immediately following the 
ACE Student Awards, Green- 
belt’s District 1 School Board 
representative Rosalind Johnson 
provided an update on recent 
changes to the Prince George’s 
County School Board districts. 
Greenbelt will be moving to 
District 2 for the upcoming elec- 
tions, she said. She thus said 
farewell to the city. A new 
school board districting plan ap- 
proved in 2009 will join Green- 
belt, Berwyn Heights, New Car- 
rollton, Glenn Dale, Lanham and 
Seabrook in District 2. 

Legislative Wrap-up 

The next item, a legislative 
wrap-up, described the just-com- 
pleted 2010 Maryland General 
Assembly session in Annapolis. 
State Senator Paul Pinsky led off, 
describing the session as “gruel- 
ing,” with lots of cuts. Among 
highlights were prohibition on 
using a cell phone while driving 
in Maryland, a State initiative to 
stem gang violence and a new 
energy program he referred to as 
“Net Metering,” that promotes 
the installation of solar panels 
on buildings such as warehouses 
and churches with a relatively 
low energy consumption profile, 
thus generating excess energy to 
be metered back to the overall 
energy grid. 

The senator’s list of “holding 
on to things,” included maintain- 
ing the Thornton Commission 
formulas for education spending, 
the defeat of proposals to turn the 
cost of county employee pension 
benefits back to the counties and 
an important change to the timing 
of setting formulas in state edu- 
cation funding to provide a more 
level distribution between wealthy 
and not-so-wealthy counties. 

State Delegate Anne Healey 
noted legislation for local juris- 
dictions which will provide a tax 
credit for urban agriculture and 
State Highway Administration 
commitments to build sidewalks 
in transit areas. 

State Delegate Tawanna 
Gaines described efforts by the 
General Assembly to evaluate a 
more equitable distribution of the 
State Highway User Fund. She 


also noted success in increasing 
funds for Chesapeake Bay restora- 
tion efforts. 

State Delegate Justin Ross not- 
ed legislative efforts, along with 
those of the School Board and 
county, in securing committed 
funding for a new Greenbelt Mid- 
dle School; efforts to create jobs 
in Prince George’s County through 
state funding in biotechnology and 
stem-cell research and the specific 
inclusion of cooperatives in leg- 
islation providing tax credits for 
‘Sustainability Communities.” 

New Truck 

In one of the few business 
items on the agenda, council 
unanimously approved a low bid 
offer of $144,022 for purchase of 
a new refuse/recycling truck to 
replace a 2001 vehicle that is now 
experiencing costly repairs. Public 
Works Director Kenny Hall said 
efforts by the department to find 
suitable alternative fuel vehicles 
of this size had not been suc- 
cessful. He expected the salvage 
value of the 2001 vehicle to be 
replaced would be approximately 
$18-20,000. 

Another business item was 
the annual selection by council 
of a financial auditing firm for 
performing the FY10 audit for 
the city. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin advised council that 
staff does not make a recommen- 
dation since the auditor reviews fi- 
nancial records maintained by city 
staff. He noted the current audit 
firm Clifton Gunderson LLP has 
performed the audit for the most 
recent five fiscal years and that 
staff consider them almost unique- 
ly qualified for conducting audits 
of public bodies of Greenbelt’s 
size and that they have offered 
their services for the FY10 audit 
for a reduced fee, $35,000, down 
from $40,500 a year ago. 

Council unanimously approved 
that Clifton Gunderson be re- 
tained for the FY10 audit and 
that staff consider developing of 
a request for proposals for the 
FY11 audit from qualified firms. 

Regarding an item added to 
the night’s agenda, council briefly 
discussed the possible issuance of 
temporary “Night Club” licenses 
for restaurants in Prince George’s 
County, pursuant to recently en- 
acted legislation in Annapolis. 
Councilmembers are concerned 
that some restaurants in Greenbelt 
may take advantage of the new 
licensing opportunity to offer 
entertainment. In light of recent 
events at the TGI Friday’s restau- 
rant at the Golden Triangle, coun- 
cil wanted to be prepared if there 
were requests for such licenses. 
They agreed to prepare a letter 
to the Prince George’s County 
Board of License Commissioners 
asking that Greenbelt be notified 
when such requests are made for 
establishments in the City.

By Report of Embezzlement

Over 200 schmoozing resi- 
dents crowded into the Greenbelt 
Community Center gymnasium on 
May 19, primarily to elect new 
members of the Board of Direc- 
tors and the Audit Committee at 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. annual 
meeting. 

The evening began with a som- 
ber surprise when President Su- 
zette Agans informed the crowd 
that GHI had thwarted an employ- 
ee’s attempt to embezzle $35,900. 
Despite a thorough vetting pro- 
cess, GHI had failed to uncover 
her prior criminal record out of 
State. An arrest is imminent; the 
money will be recovered, Agans 
assured the crowd. 

All candidates for election 
gave carefully crafted speeches. 
The winners for the Audit Com- 
mittee were Chuck Hess and 
Dianne Wilkerson. Hess said he 
was a CPA here for 25 years and 
promised to speak less than one 
minute. 

He kept his promise and won 
another year’s term with 118 
votes. Wilkerson promised to 
give her best for the Audit Com- 
mittee though the work is “not 
glamorous.” She won with 125 
votes. 


Winning candidates for board 
membership were Ed James (121 
votes), a Greenbelt resident since 
1977, who said, “I don’t intend 
to leave’; Diane McFadden (109 
votes), who said she is “here for 
life’ in the wonderful community 
of Greenbelt; David Morse (110 
votes), who asserted that Greenbelt 
residents “are joined by a long, 
rich history in the past, present 
and future’; and Irv Wartel (115 
votes), a recent retiree, who said, 
“T am raring to go” and that we 
need to tailor “yesterday’s values 
for today’s living.” 

A total of 135 residents voted, 
according to Joan Krob of GHI’s 
Member Services.
